Trt carefulness does count in 

the reduction of the fire loss and 

in the lowering of premium rates has 
been proved in a large way by the city 
of Cincinnati, which, during the last 
few years, has made great progress in 
producing better conditions from the 
view-point of the fire underwriters. 
Improvements in the building code, 
the paint-up and clean-up campaign; 
inspections by the fire department and 
other means used to eliminate fire haz- 
ards have caused such a decline in the 
number and destructiveness of fires 
that, although the population and area 
of the city have increased, it is estim- 
ated that the payments of fire insur- 
ance protection have decreased to the 
exxtent of nearly one million dollars 
yearly, as compared with a decade 
ago. The example of Cincinnati 
should give encouragement to the per- 


sistent advocates of greater safety 
from fires, and gives them a strong ar- 


gument when urging improvements in 
other cities.

has petered out and relatively little vi- 
olence has been reported from the steel 
districts, whers the situation in gener- 
al seems to be well under control of 
the local authorities, assisted in a few 
instances by troops. There are how- 
ever, so many strikes in progress, and 
so many new ones developing from 
day to day, that it is well worth the 
small cost of riot insurance for con- 
cerns likely to suffer from mob tur- 
bulence to carry it. In fact, if such 


indemnity contracts enough so that 
a large number of manufacturing con- 


cerns come to regard it as a part of 
their customary protection, the aver- 


age cost could doubtless attain so low 
a level that riot and civil commotion 


insurance could be written to cover 
practically all commercial and manu- 
facturing businesses, and at so reason- 


able a rate that they could not afford to 
be without it. 


The desirability of the protection af- 
forded by insurance against riot and 


civil commotion, particularly in dis- 


tricts which are affected by strikes, 
has commended itself to banking in- 


terests and it is understood that cer- 
tain banks are requiring such insur- 


ance to be carried upon merchandise 
in warehouses which is offered or held 


as security for loans. Thus insurance 
is again making itself a useful ad- 
junct to commerce. 





A N interesting event of the past week 
is the opening of the Carnegie 


School of Life Insurance Salesmanship, 
at Pittsburgh, in connection with the 
Carnegie Institute of Technology. This 
school, of which John A. Stevenson is 
director and Griffin M. Lovelace is secre- 
tary, has now been endorsed by the Life 
Agency Officers’ Association and the Na- 
tional Association of Life Underwriters, 
thus becoming the official school of those 
two organizations, which are representa- 
tive of the agency men of a large num- 
ber of life insurance companies, both in 
home office and field. The revised lists

Closing Session of Life Underwritezs’ 
Convention. 

At the convention of the National Asso- 
ciation of Life Underwriters held at Pitis- 
burgh last week, Major C. S. Yoakum, direc- 
tor of personnel research at Carnegie Insti- 
tute, who had spoken Wednesday morning 
on the “Psychology of a Life Insurance Sale,” 
in the afternoon conducted a demonstration 
test, in which nearly 300 delegates partici- 
pated, the object being to analyze the per- 
sonal characteristics of those tested and show 
the utility of the system in relation to appli- 
cants for positions or agencies. Considerable 
time was then devoted to a discussion of the 
need for spstem in an agent’s work, which 
was led by W. M. Duff, of Pittsburgh. 

A forceful, patriotic address was made by 
Edward A. Woods, of Pittsburgh, upon “Life 
Insurance as a Social Force.” He empha- 
sized the need for steady, productive work in 
this country, and accentuated the uplifting 
force of life insurance He said that strenu- 
ous efforts must be made to replenish the 
loss by four years of war. Even pre-war 
efficiency will not be sufficient. Underwriters 
‘ust exert themselves to help stabilize ai- 
fairs in America. Europe is on the verge 
of financial ruin, and the doctrine of thrift 
sacrifice and industry must be preaclhied. 

Lawrence Priddy stated that the convention 
was the best of its kind, and urged members 
to go home and wake the sleepers. Resolu- 
tions adopted urged soldiers and sailors to 
maintain their Government insurance, de- 
nounced twisters and recommended credit 
agencies to embody inquiries as to life in- 
surance carried. After brief speeches by the 
new officers, and the suggestion by President 
Edwards of the slogan “Salesmanship and 


service,’ the meeting adjourned.

Germany Hails Criticism in Washington of 
Alien Property Custodian. 


Declaring that the German Government is 
trying to break down the status of the alien 
property custodian and is seizing upon the 
efforts of Senators Frelinghuysen and Calder 
to have the office investigated as evidencing 
the fact that the American Government itself 
does not fully believe in the legality of its 
actions, Senator Underwood, of Alabama, 
speaking in the Senate upon the resolution 
calling for an investigation and audit of the 
Alien Property Custodian’s books, submitted 
for the Record translations of recent reports 
of the office and accompanying “illuminating” 
statements made by Germany and used for 
propaganda purposes within the past month or 
two. 


“That the administration of alien property 
is considered not without suspicion in the 
United States itself is evident in the action 
taken by the Senate because of the resolution 
presented last February by Senators Freling- 
huysen and Calder, demanding an investigation 
of the Alien Property Custodian because of 
misappropriation and favoritism,” it was de- 
clared in one of the papers submitted by the 
Senator. 


“The action of the Senate is misleading to 
German minds,” declared Senator Underwood. 
“It makes German interests believe that there 
may be an open door for them to break through 
and get this fund. If there ever was a right- 
eous act done, it was taking this money away 
from the German junker classes, who were 
promoting unrighteous war against this coun- 
try.” 


While a number of Senators spoke in favor 
of the resolution, the item of expense and the 
fact that there have been so many investiga- 
tions and so few results caused others to 
oppose it, and it is very likely that the measure 
will fail of passage and that the inquiry 
will never take place.

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Will Pay Premiums on 7739 Policies Car- 
ried in 152 Companies and Fraternal 
Organizations 





The Bureau of War Risk Insurance, to 
date as protected, by guarantee of premium, 
7739 insurance policies held by service men 
in commercial companies. The face value 
of these policies totals $12,511,456.29, and 
the annual premiums $361,956.83. 

The 7739 policies now protected are held 
in 152 commercial companies and fraternal 
organizations. 

This protection of insurance policies not 
only brings forward one of the many and 
little-known avenues through which the 
bureau directly aided service men, but it 
proves conclusively that there is no ele- 
ment of competition between Government 
insurance and commercial insurance. On 
the other hand, the commercial companies 
have been mostly hearty in their support 
of Government insurance and are aiding in 
every way the campaign to keep active 
the forty billion dollars’ worth of war risk 
insurance now held by service men. All 
of the old-time insurance companies not 
only have endorsed Government insurance, 
but their agents have been instructed to 
urge its retention by former service men. 

The insurance companies and associations 
coming under the benefits of the Soldiers 
and Sailors Civil Relief Act are those which 
are required by law to maintain a reserve 
or which, if not so required, have made pro- 
vision for the collection from all of its in- 
sured of a premium to cover the special 
war risk of those of its insured persons 
who are in the military service. The pol- 
icies protected are those issued on the 
lives of persons in the military service of 
the United States and on which at least 
one premium had been paid prior to Sep- 
tember 1, 1917. 


This protection consists of a guarantee 
in the form of bonds issued by the United 
States Treasury to the respective insurers 
for such of their policies as have been ap- 
proved for the benefits of the act, when 
the premiums on such policies have not 
been paid by the insured or someone in his 
behalf within the grace period allowed in 
the contract and the policy would other- 
wise lapse. 

In the final settlement of these protected 
policies the insured will be required to 
pay a‘sum equivalent to the premiums 
guaranteed by the Government, this pay- 
ment to be made within the year following 
discharge of following the declaration of 
peace. In case of the failure to make these 
premium payments the policy will lapse, 
and the Government will make payment to 
the insurance companies of the total pre- 
miums guaranteed under the provision of 
the act,

One Writer of Over $280,000 in Year Out- 


lines Her Opinion. 


The following is taken from a paper read 
by Mrs. Z. B. Subers, Bainbridge, Ga., at the 
annual meeting in August of the Franklin 
Life’s Quarter Million Dollar Club in which 
she had earned membership by writing per- 
sonally during the club year, $283,000 of paid- 
for insurance, Since Mrs. Subers by her own 
efforts has won recognition in the field of 
life insurance soliciting and speaks from ac- 
tual experience, her statements and opinions 
should be valuable to those interested in 
agency work and especially to women en- 
gaged in or contemplating engaging in the 
buiness of life insurance underwriting. She 
says: 

In order to arrive at the reasons why wo- 
men can find success in the Life Insurance 
Business as a profession, one must have to 
come to the conclusion first that Life Insur- 
ance is the best business in the world for 
both men and women. 

I base this on two fundamental reasons: 

FIRST: Life Insurance is a necessity—a 
necessity for all, young and old, both men 
and women. 

You know the strongest elements in the 
lives of men are the love of home and money. 
When you offer a Life Insurance policy for 
sale, you offer an article which appeals to 
either, and maybe both of these elements; 
so this bears out my statement that Life In- 
surance is the best business in the world, 
because of its general appeal. 


You know, after I have talked with a man, 
urging him from every standpoint to take 
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insurance, without success, then I suggest 
the Joint policy—written on both his and his 
wife’s life—and that generally “gets” him, 
as he sees a possible chance to get the money 
himself.

Several interesting incidents stand out in 
my eighteen months’ experience, As these 
illustrate my assertion that a woman has 
the advantage in writing women, I'll relate 
them to you. 

My first policy was written in a teacher's 
sick room.

in my second day in the work I talked to 
a group of teachers while they ate their 
lunch. 1 secured an introduction to one 
teacher from the Professor whom 1 had met 
on the previous day, and asked her if she 
could arrange for the teachers who did not 
go home to lunch, to eat together, so that I 
could talk to them. She very kindly did as 
I requested, and I sat in front of them and 
convinced them of their need of insurance. 


Could a man have done that? 


I called on a nurse in a hospital, and wrote . 


a $5,000 policy on an operating table. This 
needs explanation of course. 

I called one afternoon and interviewed the 
head nurse. It so happened that on that par- 
ticular afternoon she had permitted the other 
nurses to have leave for a couple of hours. 
While I was talking with her in the reception 
room she was called to the floor above three 
times, by patients ringing for attention—the 
fourth time I suggested that she allow me 
to accompany her. She acquiesced, but ex- 
plained that she could not talk with me un- 
.ess we could go to the operating room. That 
suited me all right, and altho 1 had to wait 
fully an hour longer, I finally secured her 
name on the dotted line, with the operating 
table serving the purpose of a desk. 


A lady agent called on me one day last 
fall to sell me some books. Just that parti- 
cular day I was exceedingly nervous and ir- 
ritable, as I had just received information 
that my son had run my car into a tree, 
costing me a neat little sum for repairs. 
Naturally I didn’t want any books, but be- 
fore the lady left, I had interested her in a 
$2,000 Guaranteed Saving policy for her young 
son who was just entering a military school, 
and later I secured the application and de- 
livered the policy, altho the boy and his 
mother were several hundred miles from my 
home. 

You see these are cases where a man 
couldn’t do it. 

One reason for a woman’s success in writ- 
ing the family man, is that a woman can 
more easily establish confidence when she 
calls on him and his wife in the home, after 
the cares of business have been laid aside. 
You know it is pretty hard for one lone man 
to stand out against two women, especially 
when one of these women he has to live with 
day after day.

NEW YORK SURVEYS 


Positive Results in Fire Prevention.—Today 
being October 9 and the anniversary of the 
Great Chicago Fire, has further fame thrust 
upon it by being chosen as the date on which 
the cause of fire prevention shall be empha- 
sized. The problem of fire prevention like 
many others is the problem of proving that a 
negative result is a positive result. One may 
ciaim of course that this work has been the 
means of large saving to the people but it 
is very difficult to translate that into dollars 
and cents, which is about the only form the 
people understand. About the only way it 
can be accomplished is to measure it by the 
effects on insurance, and in the State of 
Louisiana the Fire Marshal, taking the 10% 
reduction which amounted to $500,000, claims 
that this was wholly due to the efficient. work 
of the Fire Marshal’s Department. Whether 
that be so or not, it makes a good argument 








for the Fire Marshal which the people can 


understand. 

A Noisy Partner.—In a recent announce- 
ment of a change in the firm it is stated that 
Mr. Blank who has been “silently” connected 
with the firm for some time would, from and 
after a certain date, join in the active man- 
agement of the business. I1n other words, 
we presume that he will make himself heard. 

For Insurance Contract with Japan.—The 
Street has been favored with a visit from 
Japan of two representatives of the insurance 
One is T. Matsumoto of The Tokio Marine 
& Fire Insurance Co., Ltd., Tokio, who is 
making an extended visit in this country and 
will return to japan in about six weeks. The 
other is Takeshi Okitsu, Vice-manager, Nip- 
pon Kyoritsu Fire Insurance Co., Ltd., Tokyo. 
Mr. Okitsu has been interested in the devel- 
opment of a contract with an American com- 
pany for the purpose of reinsuring Japanese 
risks.

The 
difficulty with the American companies doing 
business in Japan is the fear of conflagra- 
tion,—hence their attitude is that only the 
best risks are to be considered and not the 
hazardous districts at all. 


Blower Systems & Fires.—We recall that 
some years ago a severe fire in a fur storage 
vault took place in this city and a fair por- 
tion of the damage was due to the fact that 
the cold air ducts operated in such a way 
as to throw the fire around the room. An- 
other interesting fire has just occurred which 
illustrates the possibilities of a cause of this 
kind. The report on this fire reads as follows: 

The lint from the nappers is drawn from the 
machine by two fans in the floor below from 


which it is delivered to the collector on the 
roof, the lint being finally delivered to a small 


= 
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dust house on the ground at the junction 
of the Bleachery and the Bleachery Exten- 


sion. The air, which is used over again, is 
returned through a screen chamber in the 
Napper Room. This chamber is wood frame 
covered with cloth. The fire, discovered on 
the napping machine, was sucked into the 
lint collecting pipes and blown through the 
collector on the roof, returning to the nap. 
ping room through the screen chamber. The 
fire, feeding on the accumulated lint in the 
collecting system and greatly intensified by 
the two large fans, quickly destroyed the 
screen chamber and opened a large number 
of sprinklers. When the fans were stopped 
in about five minutes, the hot air flared back 
through the collecting pipes, igniting the lint 
on many nappers and filling the room with 
smoke.

Everett T. Tanner, Illinois State agent for 
the -Security of New Haven, was elected 
president of the organization over John Fitz- 
gerald, Indiana state agent of the Queen, by 
a vote of 376 to 146. 

President Preston T. Kelsey, in his annual 
address, summed up the important problems 
which confronted the insurance business as a 
whole and urged strong co-operation with the 
government during the stressful period of 
reconstruction, 

W. H. Stevens, president of the Agricul- 
tural Insurance Company, drove a few golden 
nails into the wooden god of ethics when he 
remarked, relative to the unpopularity of in- 
surance among certain classes: 


“Let’s meet—we- must meet—criticsm like 
men, without whimpering or profanity. We 
hand it out to others without stint—why are 
we so thin-skinned? The mehods of all busi- 
nesses have much of war in them. Let’s 
acknowledge it of ours. To claim saintliness, 
to resent criticism and punishment as always 
cruel and unjust, to fight to the last ditch to 
protect what our consciences may question, is 
to make ourselves not only an object of sar- 
donic grins, but a target for much more dan- 
gerous missiles.”

MARINE HEARING. 


Testimony of Prominent Men Given Before 
House Committee at Washington. 


The final hearing on marine insurance be- 
fore the sub-committee of the House Com- 
mittee on Merchant Marine and Fisheries 
was held at Washington during the last week 
in September. The prominent insurance men 
who gave testimony at the hearing, which 
was presided over by Representative Edwards 
of Pennsylvania, were William H. McGee 
of Wm. H. McGee & Company, New York; 
Benjamin Rush, President Insurance Com- 
pany of North America, Philadelphia; Walter 
Wood Parsons, Atlantic Mutual, New York; 
William R. Hedge, Boston Insurance Com- 
pany, Boston; Henry Evans, President Con- 
tinental, New York; Charles E. Mather, 
Mather & Company, Philadelphia, and Hen- 
don Chubb, New York. Each witness was 
sworn in before giving testimony. 


Representative Edwards explained that the 
hearings were “to see whether something 
good cannot be done to keep the marine in- 
surance as far as possible in this country 
and to see what prevents American fire and 
other insurance companies from going into 
the business.” 


It was shown that there are only sixty- 
three direct-writing American companies par- 
ticipating in ocean marine insurance, six of 
which are controlled by foreign companies 
through stock ownership while at least five 
others were closely associated in management 
with foreign companies. Forty-five companies 
‘eplied to a questionnaire sent out by the 
committee concerning the placing of their 
reinsurance during 1918. Of these nine placed 
ten per cent or less of their total reinsur- 
panies; four between 10 and 20 per cent; 
four between 20 and 30 per cent; two be- 
tween 30 and 40 per cent; seven between 40 
and 50 per cent; four between 50 and 60 per 
cent; five between 60 and 70 per cent; four 
between 70 and 80 per cent; two (one of 
which ranks among the very largest Ameri- 
can companies and which reinsured 60 per 
cent of its entire business) between 90 and 
95 per cent; and four (two of which are for- 
eign owned) 100 per cent. 


The unsatisfactory condition surrounding 
hull insurance is freely confirmed by Ameri- 
-.m companies in their replies to the Com- 
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mittee’s questionnaire. Fifty-one of the 63 
American companies, already referred to, 
report that they do not emphasize hull in- 
surance. Twelve companies explain that they 
have found their hull business to be un- 
profitable; nine state that they do not em- 
phasize hull insurance and write it very spar- 
ingly because of the hopeless outlook for this 
class of business at the time they began 
writing marine insurance; 14 report that they 
found only a small profit in hull insurance 
in pre-war times, while at present the situa- 
tion is still less hopeful because the enormous 
increase in the cost of repairs and salvaging 
has been accompanied by little or no increase 
‘n premium over those of pre-war years; and 
16 state that competition of companies lo- 
cated in foreign countries, and the facility 
with which owners and brokers export ma- 
rine insurance to such countries, precludes 
any hope of success. This situation is prac- 
tically duplicated in the field of builders’ risk 
insurance. Eight companies state that the 
field has been greatly restricted through the 
operation of the insurance fund of the Emer- 
gency Fleet Corporation of the United States 
Shipping Board; others explain that when 
they began writing marine insurance they 
found builders’ risks were almost wholly go- 
ing to companies located in foreign countries 
because, among other reasons, such compa: 
nies may assume hazards which are forbid- 
den to American companies by the laws of 
the various States in this country. 


The ability of foreign companies to quote 
lower rates was brought repeatedly before 
the committee, it being pointed out that this 
was possible, in chief part, through the fact 
that foreign companies are laboring under 
much lower taxes than the American com- 
panies are burdened with. 


Insurance men who followed the hearings 
closely are afraid that any measures enacted 
will look toward a Government supervision 
of the business, and are very desirous that 
that result be avoided. They are anxious 
that something be done to help the American 
companies along and believe that laws can 
be framed for that purpose, several of the 
witnesses urging that Congress enact the code 
for the District of Columbia which is now 
before it, which was drafted by insurance 
experts and which has the approval of the 
insurance industry.

Any legislation attempting to force shippers 
or owners to carry insurance with American 
companies, while making no provision for 
rates which will meet the foreign competition, 
will have very hard going in Congress, be- 
cause it will have the concerted opposition 
of everybody except the insurance men.
